All Commercial and Flea Market spaces are INDOORS at the Commonwealth Convention Center, 4th & Jefferson Streets, 
Louisville Kentucky. 
FLEA MARKET SET-UP -_ The doors will open for setting up at approximately 1400 EDT Friday, September 27th, and will 
remain open all night Friday. We will close at 1700 EDT Saturday evening. Sunday, the doors will open for vendors at 0730 EDT 
and remain open until the Flea Market is cleared. 
Show hours for the public: Saturday 0800 - 1700 EDT, Sunday 0800 - 1500 EDT. 
NOTE - No one will be allowed in the building during the off hours of Saturday 1700 to Sunday 0730. 
PRICES - Flea Market vendors must pay regular admission PLUS all space and service fees.
